WILLIAM BAYS: 


William Bays, a real-estate dealer of Valparaiso, is also filling the offices 
of city clerk and township assessor, in which capacities he is ~proving very 
efficient. He was born upon a farm near Solsberry, Greene county, Indiana, 
on. theelSthat Jule 18tel'a"son of David and Rose Bays. The father. who 
was a native of Kentucky. died when our subject was only three years of age 
and the mother subsequently married Abner Arthur. She passed away in 1905 
at Bloomfield. Indiana, when seventy-nine vears of age, as her birth oecurred 
on the 7th of January. 1826. 
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William Bays received a very meager education, as the district in which he 
was reared was then a fronticr region and his assistance was required in the 
arduous work of developing a farm. The only schools at that time were sub- 
scription schools, which he attended for two terms of three months each and 
for one ferty day term. His early experiences on the frontier, however, devel- 
oped in him hardihood, perseverance and determination that enabled him to 
suceced in spite of obstacles. He continued to work upon the home farm until 
he was nineteen years of age and then enlisted in the Seventy-tirst Indiana 
Volunteer Infantry for service in the Civil war. His regiment was cut to pieces 
at Richmond. Kentucky, and not long ‘aiterward he was discharged on account 
of physical disability. Later, however, he reeulisted, becoming a member of 
Company G, One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Illinois Volunteer Infantry, in 
which he held the rank of sergeant.. He was on detached duty on the Missourt 
river and on the 28th of September, 186+, at the end of the term of one hun- 
dred days. for which he had enlisted, he was discharged at Mattoon, Illinois. 
On the 22d of January, 1865, he reenlisted for a year and was commissioned 
second lieutenant of Company F, One Hundred and Forty-ninth Mlinois Vol- 
unteer Infantry. With that command he participated in the battles at Chatta- 
nooga and Cleveland, Tennessee, and at Dalton, Georgia. He received his 
final discharge from the army on the 22d of May, 1865, and then located in 
Camargo, Illinois, where he farmed for two years. At the end of that time he 
removed to Lancaster county, Nebraska, where he homesteaded eighty acres 
in Wesook precinct, section 12, range 12. township 5, and in 1869 he took up 
an additional eighty acres, in Hamilton county. He continued to farm in Lan- 
caster county until 1880, but on the 15th of February, that year, removed to 
Valparaiso, Saunders couuty. Nebraska. where he engaged in the live-stock 
business until 1895. He was one of the most successful stock dealers in the 
county, shipping on an average of two carloads of hogs a week during the year 
and during the winter montlis shipping a carload of eattle a week. 

In 1895 Mr. Bays turned his attention to the grain business, renting an 
elevator which he conducted for three years. At the end of that time he became 
connected with the Omaha Elevator Company, with which he remained until 
1903, when he turned his attention to the real-estate field, in which he has since 
operated. He knows the property upon the market and as he is a good judge 
of realty values he is able to buy and sell to an advantage. 

Mr. Bays was married on the 12th of January, 1865, at Tuscola, [Hlinois, 
‘to Miss Mary M. Bagley, who was born in Douglas county. that state, in 18-40 
and died in December, 1871. To that union were born two sons, Thomas and 
William, both of whom are deceased. On the 3d of February, 1878, Mr. Bays 
was again married, Miss Matilda J. Branch becoming his wife.

She was the 
mother of three children: Clayton and Effie, both of whom are deceased ; and 
Burton R., now deputy secretary of state of Nebraska. Mr. Bays was united 
in marriage on the 22d of October.

Mr. Bays gives his political allegiance to the democratic party and has 
for many years taken an active part in public affairs. For the past five years 
he has been township assessor and for the last two years city clerk. and he 
has also held those otlices in previous years. He likewise served on the school

1843, a son of Jonas and Miranda (Church) Condit, 
both natives of Pennsylvania. In 1868 they removed westward to Fremont, 
Nebraska, and a year later went to Denver, Colorado, where both died and 
were buried. 

Cyrus T. Condit received his education in the common schools of Geneva, 
Ohio, where the family home was established when he was a year old. When 
he reached the age of eighteen he left school and began working at the carpen- 
ter’s trade. assisting his father, who was an expert workman in that line. When 
a young man of twenty-five years he became a resident of Fremont, Nebraska, 
where he worked at carpentering until 1877. He then removed to Mead and 
dealt in lumber and grain here until 1907, building up a large and profitable 
business. In 1885 he also became interested in banking and is still connected 
with the Bank of Mead. of which he is cashier—a position he has held for many 
years. Among his salient characteristics are decisiveness. business acumen 
and the ability to correctly judge men, and these qualities have enabled him 
to succeed in all that he has undertaken.

Warren Beard, born June 28, 1896 at 
South Union, Monroe County, was the son of

berry area, where he grew up ona farm. 

Warren married Maude Whaley, from 
Greene County Chapel area, on April 20, 
1919. She was the daughter of Frank and 
Cora Whaley and also grew up on a farm. 
( de graduated from Bloomington High 
v_..00l and went to work at the first National 
Bank in Bloomington. Riding the train or 
going by horse and buggy to Elwren for a visit 
home was a big event. 

After their marriage, they moved to Bloom- 
field, where along with Lemuel Whaley, 
Maude's brother, and Audrey Beard Whaley, 
Warren's sister, opened a Dray business. 
They purchased the first Model T truck in this 
area. Moving freight and household furnish- 
ings from Bloomfield to Bloomington was an 
all day affair in those days.

THE BLACK FAMILY 


The Black family came to Scotland, Taylor 
Township, Greene County from the Wayne- 
Holmes Counties of Ohio over a period of 
some twenty years. They were the children 
and grandchildren of Robert Black, who had 
come from Pennsylvania to Wayne County, 
Ohio where he died in 1836, leaving a will 
naming his ten children. Eight of his children 
either came to Greene County or had children 
wr came. 

ong those who came to the Scotland 
afta were the widow and four children of 
Daniel Black, who died in 1852, the son of the 
above Robert Black. The first of Daniel's chil- 
dren in Scotland was his daughter, Martha 
Ann Black Ingles, wife of the Reverend 
James Ingles. They came to Scotland and the 
United Presbyterian Church in 1857, when 
Reverend Ingles became pastor of the Scot- 
land Church. Some years later, the widow of 
Daniel, Melinda Smith Black came to Scot- 
land with her son, Robert Harris Black (see 
his sketch elsewhere in this volume), and her 
daughter, Margaret Jane, born in 1829 in 
- Ohio, and died in 1898 and is buried in Scot- 
land Cemetery. She married first, Dr. James 
A. Dagley, and second, Samuel McElroy 
(1821-1894). She had no children. Also com- 
ing to Greene County with his mother was 
Daniel's son, John Smith Black, born in Ohio 
(1846-1879), his name is inscribed on the 
same obelisk in the Scotland Cemetery as 
that of his mother. The fifth child of Daniel and 
Melinda Black, Rebecca M. Black was mar- 
ried in Ohio to James Neal McCoy, a busi- 
ness man of Kenton, Ohio, where they lived 
and died. Their children were: Nettie M.; 
Charles E.; Clem D., M.D.; Robert Harris; and 
Wilbert E. McCoy. 

Four daughters of the Robert Black who 
had died in 1836, Wayne County, Ohio, also 
came to Greene County, Indiana. Jane Black 
married William Russell in Ohio. She died in 
£ ‘land, Indiana, leaving no children. Her 

1 Greene County names her sister, Mar- 
garet Irwin, her brother-in-law, Joseph Irwin, 
and her niece, Margaret Irwin. 

Martha Black married Robert Dobbs. They 
came to Greene County 1850-1853, and 
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were members of the Scotland United Pres- 
byterian Church. Their children were Jane 
and Margaret, who married James A. Bruce 
and lived in Wooster, Wayne County, Ohio. 
Bruce and Margaret's chudren were; Harris 
Russell, Martha Evangeline, Robert Pollock, 
Alexander Wallace, and Christina Jane 
Bruce. Edward Dobbs, grandson of Robert 
and Martha Dobbs married Effie V. Hannan, 
daughter of Dr. John Hannan and their chil- 
dren were; Ruth, Helen, Eileen, Edward, Eliz- 
abeth (1907-1932) Dobbs. ; 

Margaret Black married Joseph Irwin in 
Ohio and came to Greene County, where 
they became members of the Scotland 
Church in 1854. Joseph was an Elder of this 
church for many years. Margaret died in 
Greene County in April, 1884. Their children 
were: Martha B. (1830-1895) married Jeremi- 
ah L. Stropes. They are buried in Bloomfield 
Cemetery; Margarett, unmarried; Joseph C. 
married Nancy F. Gordon; Jane B. married 
Andrew Asdell; Moses married Eliza Cald- 
well; Robert B. married Martha Allen; Melin- 
da A. married William C. Wilson. Some of 
these children went to Nebraska. 

Sarah Black (1808-1894) came to Greene 
County, where she is buried in the Scotland 
Cemetery. Unmarried, she came to be near 
her sisters and several nieces and nephews 
whom she had helped to rear. She left a will, 
naming Martha Elizabeth Langton, her niece, 
with James J. Langton, her nephew, as Exec- 
utors. 

Some of the children of three deceased 
daughters of the Robert Black who died in 
1836, came to Greene County. These daugh- 
ters were Elizabeth, Mary and Emily Black. 

Elizabeth Black married Alexander McCoy 
and died in Wayne County, Ohio, leaving six 
children of whom two daughters came to 
Greene County, Elizabeth and _ Isabell 
McCoy. Elizabeth married Samuel Hender- 
son McElroy, son of George McElroy (see 
biography of George McElroy). Both are bur- 
ied in Scotland Cemetery. They had no chil- 
dren, but reared the children of Elizabeth's 
sister, Isabell. Isabell McCoy married James 
Russell, who was killed at the Battle of Chica- 
mauga in 1863. Isabell had died, leaving 
three children; Emma J., Ella and William 
Wallace Russell. Emma J. married first, 
Abner Nicholson. Their son, Carl Nicholson 
married Edith Denny. Emma J. married sec- 
ond, John D. Chestnut, and had a daughter, 
Mabel Chestnut, who married George W. 
Canady and lived in Hartford City, Indiana. 
Ella Russell married Stewart Edward Cole 
and died in 1895. They had one known child, 
Eugene Russell Cole, who married Myrtle 
Gilley. William Wallace Russell (1858-1882) 
died at Scotland, unmarried. 

Mary Black married David Langton and 
died Wayne County, Ohio. Two of their chil- 
dren settled in Greene County, James J. and 
Martha Elizabeth. James J. Langton married 
Rachel M. Garrett and died in Scotland, 
where they are buried. Their son, Bruce F. 
Langton married Anna B. Ingles, daughter of 
the Reverend James and Martha Ann Black 
Ingles. Their only child, Marian Langton mar- 
ried Lee Lukins and lived in Danville, Indiana, 
where she died in 1973. Martha Elizabeth 
Langton married James J. Denny and both 
are buried in Scotland Cemetery. Their chil- 
dren were Robert and Minnie E. Denny. Rob- 
ert married Cynthia Laughlin. Their children 
were: Edith, who married Carl Nicholson; 
Minnie Belle; Elbert and Delbert, twins; and 
James Robert, a former teacher, unmarried 


who lives at Bloomfield; Minnie E. Denny 
married Charles A. Blackmore, and they hac 
one daughter, Hazel, who married William 
Crays. 

Emily Black married William Kerr Coulter 
and died in Wayne County, Ohio, leaving two 
children, a son, Robert and a daughter, Mar- 
tha Jane Coulter. The latter came to Greene 
County where she married Matthew Stewar- 
McElroy, son of Samuel McElroy and Marth- 
Stewart. Martha Jane died soon after th 
birth of her only child, Samuel Stewart McE 
roy (see his biography elsewhere in this vo 
ume). 

This Black family has been represented in 
Greene County for over one hundred years in 
several generations. However, many or most 
of its members have come down through the 
female lines and thus have borne surnames 
other than Black.

He, along with his sisters, Sceva 
Rodocker and Lorena Leavitt, graduated 
from Bloomfield High School. 


Mildred, born May 8, 1922, at Linton, is the 
daughter of Elmer and Bessie Hall Coleman; 
their fourth child. When Mildred was two 
years old, death entered the home and took 
the mother. The Coleman eke eaksd 
Henry and Elizabeth Morris Coleman held 
the family together until their deaths. Henry 
died in 1927 and Elizabeth in 1928 and both 
are buried in Fairview cemetery. They came 
from Hendricks County in 1900. When the 
depression hit in 1929, Elmer could not find 
work in Linton, so he went to Chicago, leav- 
ing Mildred, his youngest child, in the care of 
Artie Brown (later Wade) at Park. Here Mil- 
dred grew up, assuming the name of Brown. 

Joe Uland met his future wife, Mildred 
Brown, while his sister, Sceva, was teaching 
the ‘little room’ at Park School when Mildred 
was in the second grade. They met again 
when she was in high school and he was 
working at Harrah’s Manufacturing Compa- 
ny. They courted until she graduated in May, 
1940, then on June 22 they were married. 

After their wedding, Joe and Mildred ‘‘Mil- 
ly’’ settled down at Park and their first two 
daughters were born. In 1943, during WWII, 
Joe was drafted into the navy. Milly and her 
daughters lived close to both sets of grand- 
parents, which made life easier for the family.

There was a discarded woodburning cook- 
stove and Blue Goose orange crates for cabi- 
nets. They made pokeberry juice, molded red 
clay mud pies and ‘canned” cucumbers and 
May apples. They also enjoyed digging in the 
garden with spoons, constructing roads and 
bridges for their little metal trucks. Hikes 
were taken to Ore Branch, Slick Rock Ford 
and the ‘‘Bubbling Spring’ behind Walnut 
Grove Church. 

Saturday afternoon movies at Bloom- 
field's Citadel Theater inspired many good 
times. “The Greatest Show on Earth” 
prompted the building of a backyard trapeze 
of rope and broomhandle. Fantastic feats 
were performed. Tarzan movies motivated 
adventures in the woods swinging on grape- 
vines and building tree houses. The cowboy 
shows led to the riding of beanpole horses on 
the cow paths in the pasture. 

Carolyn was phe influenced by her 
randmothers, both of whom lived nearby. 
randmother Artie Wade, 1872-1957, was a 

refined, religious, and respected resident of 
the Park community. For forty years she was 
a pillar of the Walnut Grove Church where 
Carolyn was a member. 

After the untimely death of her beloved 
husband, W.A. Oliphant, 1870-1906, Artie’s 
fortitude and courage enabled her to find 
solace on her one hundred sixty acre claim in 
Colorado, where she homesteaded for five 
years. She was a teacher, farmer, author, 
and humanitarian. Her faith and compassion 
were truly exhibited when, at the age of fifty- 
two, after being once again widowed by Arja 
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Brown, 1880-1923, she brought seven-year- 
old, motherless Mildred Coleman Brown (lat- 
er Carolyn’s mother) into her home as her 
own daughter. Eight years earlier she had 
opened her heart and her home to Ruth 
Fiscus Laughlin. In 1930 she married the 
ne oring farmer, Noah Wade, 1873-1965, 
wt. . Carolyn knew and loved as her grand- 
father. 

Grandmother Bessie Heaton Uland, 1893- 
1976, was a friendly, warm and energetic 
individual, whose home was always open to 
family and friends. She entertained many 
with her delicious southern cooking, taffy 
pulls and story telling. She was a fine seam- 
stress and used this ability to help provide for 
her family. Her creativity, wit and love of writ- 
ing led to the publishing of her book, ‘| Well 
Remember’. It is the story of her childhood 
as she grew up near Ridgeport. She married 
Joseph Luther Uland, 1878-1953. They had 
three children: Sceva, Lorena and Joe.

Sandra Uland Taylor was born May 15, 
1941, the first child of Joe and Mildred Uland.

Park store, when Joe was drafted into the 
Navy in WW II. About a year later Odus com- 
pleted the house and Sandy, her mother and 
younger sister, Carolyn, moved in to await 
the father’s return.

Looking back, Sandy attributes much of 
her success in life to the stability and simplici- 
ty which were fundamental to her youth. Dur- 
ing her childhood, she lived within a mile of 
both sets of grandparents, her grade school, 
her church, the community store, a swim- 
ming place at Ore Branch and ample places 
to play in local woods, cornfields, pastures 
and barn. 

Park school contained two rooms each 
w “Our grades totalling about twenty-five 
ys ters. Each room's teacher began the 
day by calling one grade to the front of the 
room where Students recited, read, did board 
work or were otherwise instructed. After that 
group was allowed to return to their desks

with ample assignments, the next grade took 
their places in the circle of chairs at the front 
of the room. In such a system, seated stu- 
dents could easily hear a previous year’s les- 
sons for added emphasis or tune in to what a 
following year would bring. True, there was 
only time for little more than the three ‘‘Rs”, 
but the repetition of these stuck in Park's 
pupils minds and basic tenets remained for a 
lifetime. Sandra ‘‘Sandy” learned to skin the 
catch from her father’s traps, cut her grand- 
father's hair and mow the lawn for extra mon- 
ey. To change her ‘‘tom-boy”’ image, in 4-H 
she learned sewing and cooking and added 
to these feminine arts by learning to piece 
quilts, crochet, knit and embroider. 

In 1959 she graduated from Bloomfield 
High School. She enrolled in Indiana State 
Teacher's College and four years later grad- 
uated from the same upgraded institution 
called Indiana State College, which under- 
went still another name change the next year 
and is presently known as Indiana State Uni- 
versity. 

Teaching for the next quarter century, 
Sandy met her husband-to-be in Gary during 
the early part of her career. To Roger Lee 
Taylor and Sandy, seven years after their 
marriage in 1965, was born their only child, 
Roger Scott Taylor, who was born and raised 
in Monticello, Indiana, where Sandy present- 
ly teaches and Scott attends school. Divorce 
ended the marriage in 1972. 

Among Sandy’s main interests in recent 
years has been genealogy, being drawn into 
this hobby by her grandmother and mother. 
She was responsible for preparing her 

randmother’s book, ‘‘! Well Remember”, 
or private publication, and she helped her 
mother in Milly's five year task of creating 
“Gone But Not Forgotten”. Her expertise in 
organizing, editing and typing was a by- 
product of her many years helping students 
in yearbook and newspaper classes.

JOHN FREELAND VANDEVENTER 


Absalom and Ellen Vandeventer lived near 
Calvertville. They were farmers. In March 
1876, Absalom went to the steam sawmill 
owned by the Hunter Brothers. While there, 
the boiler ran dry and when cold water was 
pumped into it, an explosion occurred. 
Twelve persons present were killed outright. 
Absalom was one of them. Absalom and 
Ellen were the parents.of David Reid Vande- 
venter who married Rebecca Pedigo. They 
lived around the Calvertville community for 
several years, then moved to a farm south of 
Worthington on the west side of State Road 
67, near the junction with State Road 57. Lat- 
er, they moved into town and farmed on 
some land south of the cemetery. 

Their son, John Freeland, born in 1887, 
and Laura Hamlin, born in 1888, of Bloom- 
field, were married and lived with his parents 
for a few months on the farm south of town. 
They later moved north of Worthington 
where he farmed. Their daughter, Nina, was 
born here. 

Freel then moved to Bloomfield where he 
farmed some, worked on the railroad, 
worked in the brick plant at Bloomfield, and 
drove a cream and poultry wagon for C.W. 
Jeans. He then started farming on a farm 
near little Cincinnati. To this union were born 
Nina, Car! (deceased), Geneva, Evelyn, Mar- 
cella, and Renos Hamlin Vandeventer.
